Stntes and enter Canadn, Jiridinglhe Bariie 
conditions existing here as at hoiiie,' except 
that'overy.towH, great and small, baveahe 
latest 'improvements such as water work?, 
elettrie^ lights, goods road^ah'd^f ur therniorb 
they hare good school buildings, .where are 
employed from four to; ten teachers. : Espe^ 
cially is this bo* at Moose Jaw, the finest 
large, town ■ after Jeaving St! Paul. -Tho 
town of Moose-Jaw is a division: point. on 
the C..P, It. K,, the temiinua of the Sob 
line, and the railway terminus of the 
.branch line to Prince Albert. : This station 
is the finest between Montreal and Van- 
couver, 'Its population is about 2000 and 
is growing rapidly. Around this place 
there is. not to be found any better furnnug 
land in the" west. 

Moose Jawon to Calgary' the' lay 
of the land ia somewhat changed— from a 
rolling prairie to one of hilla. The land

clay, having a stone and alkali mixture. , 
.. Arriymgat Calgary early Saturdaymorn- 
Ing-we wore confronted by a very beautiful 
town, havingall the latest improvements 
of the cast; in' the distance, west' from 
the" city,- could be seen towering up in the 
clouds great mountain peuks, covered' with 
snow, ' While'- passing westward :, we. nre 
not ,o nly con fronted by the mou ritains; but 
arc put in.the. midst of them.

"-' At one place along the road could be seen 
a perpendicular. rock, having; the shape of 
cells in a honey comb. , Again. as you gaze 
in tho distance you -ore' able to seo two 
kinds. of mountain/ tops lying side by side, 
one"covered.wi^isn.ow while the;otherwith 
green vegetatlbh. Such ore.; some. of.. the 
popularities of the ".Rocky/MourilairiH, 
V Passing on we come to a place called 
Giacier House, whose altitudo ia;4i22 f feot." 
Following ; the . skydino' of iMt^.^Abuoit, 
whic^ appears behind ;tiie hotel like'ai forest 
.-falf t Ltho eye rests on another lofty glActer 
With many peaks eho wing'- up through the 



f-nqw".; Continuing the descent from. the. 
Gl^cidr iHouse and following aroUndthe 
tnountnina, the loop is abbu reached, where 
the lines make several startling-turns and 
twists, first crossing. a valley leading down 
from the Mt..Bonney glacier, touching for 
a'tucinienL on the base .of- Rosa Peak,thpn 
doubling back, to'the right a mile or nibre 
tipo'n itself to within a stone's toBs, then 
sweeping around 'again to the right touch- 
ing ML. Congarpn: the. other aide of tbB 
.IjleciitewiiitV crossing again to ihe left, and 
atllast Bhootimr down the vallew, paralle 
.with" its former course.- " Looking back .the 
railroad is Been -cuttirij.twb long gashes, 
one above the other, on the mountain slope. 
AV this- place night overtook us and when 
we awoke we'jwere at Ashcroft^our getting 
6w place. 

; From. Sunday morning, until today wo 
have been climbing- mountains observing 
ail the best acener)' around.' Ashcroft is a 
place 'whose altitude is 1075 feet," but when 
you get up.on one of its'.mountains you are 
then' about 4000. feet high. It may- be sur- 
prising to you to" know .that cattle fare bet- 
teron these mountains; living on wild sage 
and w'ortuwbbd; ; ,thari our, own cattle do 
lliiit- are fed on corn and hay. . The' tem- 
perature Is also astonishing, to one who 
came out of a country where it; is cold to a 
place, where it is from" 54 to 05 degrees in 
thq* shade. At this place the people' have 
their gardens made already. to be irrigated; 
for thin ia what they have to do. in order to 
raise potatoes, which is their moat import- 
ant garden vegefable. The town is in- 
habited by Chinese, Indiana, half-breeds 
arid Americans, but mostly of the latter 
class. The people work mostly ns miners 
and ranchers. Nothing much is done by 
any of tlifiin for' it seems as if they cared 
mbre for spbrL thiin work.

Interesting IJxinicts from a Decently 
Issued Hook. 
Interesting "statistics about gold mln 
lng are. given in tbe Commercial Gee.* 
raphy, by Cyrus C. Adnuis, publlsbeu. 
by tbo Appletons, as follows ;_G old Is 
one of the few nietnla that is often 
found pure. Most of It. however, Ia al- 
loyed wlUi oilier inettilB, chiefly silver. 
It occurs In veins, lii quartz and other 
roeliM, nnd Is obtained by'cruahlng'and 
smelting the rock (quartz -mining). I A 
great deal of gold" freed froni the rock 
by -water nud bent,' cold and other dis- 
integrating Influences Is mixed with 
gravel and sund in tbe beds of streams 
or on the seashore, and is obtained by 
wnehlng (placer mining). The world's 
production, rapidly Increasing In re- 
cent years, Is nearly $1100,000,000 a year. 
Tbe United States was long foremost 
In gold production, but In 1808 the 
South African republic attained the 
flrat;. place. /Nearly all ike gold mined 
In this conn try comes frpnVthe Western 
States ' and Territories, "* Including 
Alaska. 

The beauty and value of gold make It 
highly prized for orimmeiitutlon. About 
a fifth of the product, therefore, Is an- 
nually cousnmed In nrts, France occu- 
pying Uie first plnee In this use of the 
metal, followed by the United King- 
dom nnd the United States. As the 
metal Is too Boft to be used pure, It la 
alloyed rwlth copper or silver. The 
qnanUty of alloy added to gold In jew- 
elry Is from 12 to over DO per cent. Pure 
gold Is called 24 carats hue. "When there 
; are equal parts of gold and alloy tbe 
mixture la 22 carats flue. 

Most of the gold output' Is coined. It 
Is the standard money of many nations. 
Its great advantage as money Is that 
usually It cannot be obtained without 
great labor, and that It fluctuates little 
in vnlue. The average output" per miner 
does not often exceed $0 to ?12 a week, 
and counting wages and cost of ma- 
chinery $1 Is believed to be expended 
for each one dollar's worth of gold pro- 
duced. Many mines are very profitable, 
but wo hear little of the large sums ex- 
pended In unprofitable mining..

Metals an Fuel. 
"Metals may be burned for the sake 
of the heat and light they produce, just 
ns ordinary fuels arc burnt," said Prof.

But tho burning of metals, he proceed- 
ed to show, differs from that of ordin- 
ary fuels In that the products of com- 
bustion nro not gaseous but solid. An 
Instance of burning metal for the sake 
of light Is furnished by the "magne- 
sium Btnr," a contrivance by which a 
shell packed with mngncBlmn and at- 
tached to a parachute Is fired electrical- 
ly high In the air, .thus producing an 
Illumination of the ground beneath at 
night. This flu ds Its use lu warfare. 
Recently aluminum has been found to 
be an admirable fuel for producing nn 
Intense bent to be used lu welding. This 
kind of metallic fuel has assumed much 
Industrial Importance ntEsBCii, in Ger- 
many.

EXTRAVAGANCE. 

Perhaps it is.uselcss to call attention' to 
tho growing expenses of government, and 
yet some kind of a protest should bo made 
by the people against this growing extrav- 
agance if not.evil. " Twenty years ago aays 
a. Washington: letter, when this country 
enumerated 50,000,000 inhabitants, it cost 
an aggregate of^ three- hundred millions 
for the yearly expenses of tbe government. 
Now wit^ 75,000,000 of population it is 
ranging up to the . billion mark. It ' may 
be true as the old song rbvb that "Uncle 
Sum is rich enough to give us all a farm." 
But lie is not rich enough to stand' contin- 
ued increase of expenditures out of all pro- 
portion to, national growth. One of the 
elements of oxtravajrance long well known 
to newspaper men has been the top-heavi- 
ness of the pay rolls of the Senate and 
House of .Representatives. 

The business of tbe Congress; might easi- 
ly be transacted with one half of the num- 
ber of employees now on the -payroll.. 

Only recently a hill was passed to place 
tbe employees of the'eensus bureau in . tho 
civil Bcrvice list, . The president approves 
the bill retaining a few hundred on the 
payroll making others eligible as heads of 
bureaus may re/mire. Then too the Sen- 
ate asks for twenty ndditlonal clerks but 
this was squelched in committee. To. il- 
lustrate; and tbe few mentioned arc sam- 
ples of many; A husky rcporler.is on tho 
roll for $100 per month as an. imaginary 
paper folder. It is unnecessary tu say he 
does not fold a' paper. ._ At tbe. eame time 
a veteran newspaper man, blind and decripit 
was down at $75 per month as a black- 
smith. A big burly negro is on the roll 
for the same amount as watchman and who 
occupies a chair- most of the lime. The 
Schley controversy discovered the auther 
who.precipitated the scandal on the pay 
roll as a "laborer." 

One of tbo auditors of the treasury re- 
cently said; There is ajclerk here drawing 
$1600 per annum who could not get $600 
per year in a factor;/ at home. So much 
for civil service statistics as operated, No 
body needs be niggardly in order to ha 
economical, tho government need not be 
niggardly to avoid extravagance. Bat it 
is not necessary to pay an- army of men in 
tbe civil service salaries of from 52000 to 
$5000 per annum who could not earn half 
the amount at ordinary employment in 
business pursuits, 

Tho pending quarrel among prominent 
politicians of our Btale has revealed a great 
many useless officers, notable attorneys for 
committees with large salaries. Many 
committees drawing large salaries that are 
of no use whatever to the people. Innum 
erable boards, costly but useless, is being 
exposed by the strife for selfish purposes. 
Figures'runninginto thousands of dollars 
it is asserted is thus lost to the taxpayer. 
It is alarming nnd the taxpayer may de- 
mand a halt in tho near future. Even 
local taxes are increasing notwithstanding 
the strenous. effort to collect more evenue 
from the personal property list. The above 
condition is a subject for careful thought 
by every voter. It is time to elect watch 
dogs of the the treasury, sure.

Wotton had a regular academy ot 
vice, In which crime was as methodi 
cally taught as the mechanical arts. 

In order to give to the embryo pick- 
pocket the dexterity which was req- 
uisite, a pocket with counters, and a 
purse with silver, were suspended; 
each of them was' hung about with 
"hawk's bells," and a "little eacrlng 
bell" at the top; 

Tbe pupil was taught to take out 
the counters and the silver without 
disturbing the bells, and when he was 
enabled to do this, he was deemed fit 
to commence his profession, nnd was 
admitted into the association of nyp- 
pers and foystcrs, as the culpurscs and 
pickpockets were called.

I learn- 
ed that when I was a young man from 
the most popular physician of his time, 
I always felt Indebted to him, for 
it was not long before I realized the 
truth of the theory that nothing 
leaves such a favorable impression on 
a patient as to emphasize the import- 
ance of his mnlady!"

A less pressing demand Is. noted for dry 
goods, and there is a subsidence of the 
rush to have orders filled In same lines, 
yet new business 1b targe. Wool Is firmer, 
nnd cotton firfces are stationary. The 
building activity Increases the strength 
In lumber. Flour demands Improved and 
more business was done for foreign ac- 
count. 

The agricultural implement manufac- 
turers are an Important element' in the 
iron market at this time. Nearly 200,000 
tons' of steel bars have been taken by 
them' within a short period, and the fact 
that in some Instances enough was bought 
to cover requirements for fifteen months. 
Is a striking Illustration of their faith -In 
the continuance of good business' well

An extraordinary ear of corn has 
hcen-fciuid that Is not an agricultural 
freak, hut a boua ihle cultivated prod 
uct. of the soil, The most wonderful 
feature about the corn Is that each 
grain is tightly eneasi i lu a separate 
husk, consisting of four and five lay 
era. 

It Is an ear of sacred or magical 
corn, belonging to the Abenaki Indian 
tribe, formerly of northern Maine, but 
now occupying the Island of St. Fran- 
cis, Canada. The corn la considered to 
possess magical properties, which are 
demonstrated satisfactorily ,to the In- 
dian mind by the fact that each grain 
is securely hidden and covered from 
sight. The corn is incased In the usu- 
al shuck. 

At the annua I tribal gathering of the 
Abenaki nation a grain of the sacred 
corn Is given to each' member. This is 
fastened lu a belt of buckskin and 
worn as a talisman; The cultivation of 
sacred corn by other tribes, who have 
striven In vain to obtain seeds' .for 
planting, Is Jealously guarded and pro- 
hibited.
